
S. Heading for 'Education War/ Babson Predicts

1. Naturally, as I am jusl back from Moscow 
und licrlin, my first thoughts are what will happen 
to I'.erlin in 1!)(!(). My answer is defintely, "NOTHING 
WILL HAI'I'EN." Mr. K will make no more ultima­ 
tums; President Elsenhower will continue his peace 
talks. Therefore the Berlin situation will be just the 
same in 1960 and 1961 as it is today.

2. There will be no World War started between 
ilussia and the United States in 1900. This docs not 
mean thai such a war will not come within 10 years; 
but just now neither country is ready for it. I am con­ 
vinced of this after my recent visit to Moscow.

3. Airplane warfare with the dropping of bombs 
is a thing of the past. We are turning to rocketry with 
pinpoint precision. Our expensive air bases may grad­ 
ually be vacated.

4. Moscow is Mr. K's "pride and joy." It is a 
beautiful city with broad streets and thousands of new 
apartment houses. Mr. K does not want it destroyed. 
Furthermore, he wants a reduction in armaments so

that ho will have money to raise the standard of living 
in Russia. I forecast he will have to do this in order 
to hold his power.

5. We first feared a "shooting war"; now we 
are in a "cold war"; but we will soon be in an "edu­ 
cational war." In 1960 the United States will expend 
far greater effort on education.

6. Along with the effort to improve education 
during 1960. I forecast that our 'teachers will be given 
a minimum salary of $5,000 and that schools of all 
states will receive federal aid.

7. I forecast that instead of spending so much 
money on new school buildings, municipalities will 
give more attention to discipline, promotions, and sift­ 
ing, and to the teaching of mathematics, physics, and 
chemistry in both grammar and high schools.

8. I forecast that some of those who have gone 
into business will seek teaching jobs, which will be a 
major force in postponing World War III. School will 
be a part of our national defense.

!). The Russians arc afraid of China, which I 
hope to visit again in 1960, Hence, I forecast that 
more friendly relations will develop between China 
and the United States during 1960.

10. Space travel to the moon is largely for pro­ 
paganda purposes and to take our minds off of the 
military phases of rocketry, submarines, and breaking 
the earth's crust. Only the fear of retaliation will pre­ 
vent the Russians from starting a world war.

Political Outlook
11. I will now forecast who the Republican can­ 

didates in 1960 will be   Nixon and Rockefeller.
12. The Democratic candidates cannot now be 

forecast. Senator Kennedy thinks he has the nomona- 
lion "sewed up"; but Johnson and Symington, and 
even Stevenson, have large followings.

13. I forecast, that relations with Russia will 
become far more important than the question of in­ 
flation.

14. The Republican slogan in 1960 will be, "It

is always dangerous to swap horses going across a 
rapid stream." I therefore forecast that the Republi­ 
cans will have at least a 50-50 chance of success In 
1960.

15. In fact, on the basis of their slogan, I look 
for a Republican victory, though with a very close 
margin.

16. I forecast no reductions in taxes of any con­ 
sequence during 1960.

17. I predict that present defense expenditures 
will be reduced and the money spent on rocketry, 
submarines, breaking the earth's crust, and education.

18. There wil be very little reduction in foreign 
aid during 1960.

19. I forecast an attempt, in 1960 to increase 
tariffs on goods imported from Germany, Italy, Japan, 
and other cheap labor countries.

20. I expect 1960 to be a "do-nothing" year

9-Mile Link 
Budgeted for 
Year 1960-61

Construction of a nine-mile link of the San Diego 
Freeway between 174th St. in North Torrance and 223rd 
St. at the outskirts of Long Beach was authorized for the
1960-61 fiscal year by the California Highway Commission
this week. 

The project will include in­
terchanges with the Harbor
and Long Beach Freeways, and
allocations include funds to
complete the entire section of
the badly needed freeway.

' INCLUDED by the Commis­
sion in the 1960-61 budget
was another $14.6 million for
acquisition of right of way for 
the San Diego Freeway, and
funds for construction from
Nordhoff St. to the present
end of the freeway, which
will link the northern section
through the Santa Monica
Mountains.

When the northern project
is completed, it will provide 
14.3 miles of continuous free­
way from Jefferson Blvd.' in
Culver City to San Fernando 
Valley at Burbank Blvd.

Acceleration of the San Dl
ego Freeway project has been
sought by the Inter-City High­
way Committee and by th«
various city governments in
the southwest county area foi
several years.
